For  the  Year  i914. 


To  THE  Members  of  the  Council 
Gentlemen, 

The  nett  deaths  at  all  ages  during  1914  in  the  District 
number  205,  14  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  estimated 
population  to  the  middle  of  1914  is  14. 687.  and  the  death-rate 
is  13*9,  considerably  less  than  in  1913.  when  it  was  I5'3.  The 
rate  for  the  whole  County  is  149  The  deaths  of  non- 
residents registered  in  the  District,  chiefly  in  the  Workhou.se 
were  71,  ana  5 deaths  of  resiilents  were  registered  outside 
the  district.  These  are  set  out  in  detail  in  Table  I.,  at  the 
end  of  this  report. 

The  deaths  under  one  yea’"  of  age  numbered  58,  a slight 
increase  on  the  previous  year.  The  causes  are  analysed  on

There  were  no  deaths  at  this  age  from  Measles,  Diphtheria, 
or  Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  2 from  Whooping  Cough. 
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The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  per  i.ooo  Births  is  142.  That 
for  the  County  is  134.  The  increase  is  due  chiefly  to  the 
large  number  of  deaths  from  Premature  Birth. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  at  all  agei  were  as 
follows : —

There  were  no  deaths  from  Small- Pox,  Measles,  Scarlet 
Fever  Diphtheria  and  Croup,  Puerperal  Fever,  or  Influenza. 
The  death-rate  is  rg  a slight  increase  on  the  previous 
year  That  for  the  County  is  2'20,  so  we  are  rather  better 
than  the  average. 

The  deaths  from  Phthisis  were  9,  4 fewer  than  the 
previous  year.  The  County  Rate  is  o'92,  ours  is  0'6,  and 
again  we  compare  favourably  with  the  average.  The  deaths 
from  all  Tuberculous  Diseases  were  : —

There  were  12  deaths  from  Cancer,  25  from  Heart 
Disease,  17  from  Bronchitis,  16  from  Pneumonia,  and  27  from 
Congenital  Debility,  including  Premature  Birth.

There  were  204  Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases 
received  during  the  5 ear.

None  of  the  Diphtheria,  Erysipelas,  or  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  were  fatal.  Although  the  Scarlet  Fever  epidemic  was 
widespread  it  was  very  mild.  There  were  3 deaths  from 
Enteric.  Forty-three  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  in  South  Church  Lane,  twenty-eight  being  Scarlet 
and  fifteen  being  Enteric  Fever.  'Ihe  Nursing  and  the 
general  arrangements  have  been  most  satisfactory,  and  I feel 
great  regret  that  I am  losing  the  services  of  Miss  Jackson, 
the  Matron,  who  is  going  with  a Red  Cross  Ambulance  to 
Servia.  She  has  always  been  most  devoted  to  the  patients, 
and  is  a lady  of  high  attainments. 

BIRTHS. 

The  nett  Births  registered  during  1914  were  406.  the 
largest  number  for  several  years.  The  Birth-Rate  is  27,  that 
for  the  County  is  31  i,  so  we  still  lag  behind  our  neighbours. 

WATER  SUPPLY, 

The  Water  Supply  has  been  constant  during  the  year. 
When  all  the  surrounding  district  was  suffering  severely  from 
W'ater  Famine,  we  had  plenty.  So  far  as  1 know  the  quality  has 
been  good.  I am  told  that  the  analyses  that  have  been  made 
were  satisfactory,  but  as  I have  been  unable  to  see  them,  or 
copies  of  them,  I cannot  vouch  for  the  fact.  I think  when 
any  analysis  of  the  water  is  made  it  should  be  shown  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  When  Dr.  Wheaton,  the  Local 
Government  Board  Inspector  was  here  I was  unable  to  obtain 
copies  of  the  last  analyses,  and  I think  this  fact  made  a bad 
impression  on  him. 
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MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Milk  supply  has  been  good.  Most  of  it  comes  from 
the  Rural  District,  but  the  places  in  the  Urban  District  where 
cows  are  kept  have  been  inspected  and  are  clean  and  in  good 
condition. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

These  have  always  been  found  clean  and  in  good 
condition. 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

They  have  been  regulaih'  visited  by  Inspector  Cowan. 
He  reports  favourably  on  their  condition. 

SCAVENGING,  ASHPITS.  ETC. 

During  the  year  complaints  about  delay  in  emptying 
ash-pits,  ash-bins,  and  privies  have  been  numerous.  The 
long  continued  drought  made  conditions  wdiich  are  never 
pleasant  worse  than  usual  The  good  work  of  converting 
privies  into  Water  Closets  coiuiniies  steadily  how'ever.  The 
numbers  for  the  last  hve  yvars  show  steady  imprevement  :

There  would  be  very  little  Knteric  in  Bishop  Auckland 
if  all  the  houses  had  Water-Closets. 

Special  inspections  have  been  made  by  me  in  company 
with  Mr.  Sanderson,  of  Frederick  Street,  Finkle  Street, 
Moores  Slaughter  House,  St.  Monica’s  Home,  Great  Gates, 
Backway,  the  whole  of  the  Batts  and  Jock’s  Row,  Northum- 
berland Avenue,  Bridge  Street,  Newton  Cap  Bank,  Clayton 
Street,  Hawthorn  Cottages,  Grainger  Street. 
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ENTERIC  FEVER. 

At  the  Drill  Hall  at  the  end  of  October  there  was  an 
outbreak  of  Enteric  amongst  the  troops  quartered  there. 
There  were  17  cases  by  November  2nd  and  some  more  after, 
They  were  treated  in  the  Union  Infirmary  and  in  Darlington 
Isolation  Hospital.  The  troops  were  moved  to  the  Cockton 
Hill  Schools,  outside  our  district,  and  I believe  no  more 
cases  occurred.  I attended  enquiries  held  by  Colonel 
Blandford  R.A.M  C , Dr. Eustace  Hill,  Captain  Farquharson, 
R.A.M.C.,  Major  Stratton,  R.A.M  C.  from  York,  Dr.  Penfold, 
Dr.  Wheaton,  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  Dr. 
Hutchinson  of  the  Local  Government  Board.  Many  diflferent 
theories  were  held  as  to  the  source  of  infection,  but  whatever 
it  was  there  was  evidently  a common  cause.  In  my 
opinion  it  was  a defective  drain  in  close  proximity  to  the 
cooking  apparatus  used  by  the  troops,  but  some  of  the 
Medical  Officers  who  investigated  the  cases  attributed  the 
disease  to  the  presence  of  a “ T5'phoid  Carrier  ” amongst 
the  cooks. 

Of  the  Enteric  Fever  cases  which  occurred  in  the  town, 
I could  trace  direct  connection  in  many  instances.  A case 
which  was  notified  on  June  i8th  was  followed  on  June  30th 
by  one  who  had  been  acting  as  nurse.  A case  was  notified 
on  fune  19th  in  Hawthorne  Cottages:  this  was  followed  by 
two  on  July  9th,  and  on  July  loth  by  a third,  a relative  in  an 
adjoining  street.  A case  was  notified  in  Grainger  Street  on 
October  i6th  which  the  parents  refused  to  allow  to  be 
removed  to  the  Hospital.  In  the  same  house  this  was 
succeeded  by  cases  on  November  3rd,  November  8th, 
November  17th.  November  19th,  and  November  22nd. 
Ultimately  when  no  one  could  be  found  to  nurse  them  the 
mother  agreed  to  her  own  removal  and  the  children  to  the 
Hospital,  where  they  recovered,  although  the  mother  was 
prematurely  confined  there.  Since  then  I have  received  the 
authority  of  the  Council  to  apply  to  a Magistrate  for  a 
compulsory  order  for  removal  in  any  instance  that  I think 
it  advisable. 
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There  were  three  cases  in  a house  in  Newton  Cap  Bank, 
two  of  which  were  traceable  to  assisting  at  a wake  held  on 
the  occasion  of  the  death  of  the  first. 

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

The  Markets  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  no 
unwholesome  food  has  been  found  with  the  exception  of  a 
large  quantity  of  fish  on  one  occasion.  This  w'as  seized  and 
destroyed. 


RIVER  POLLUTION. 

The  Gaunless  is  still  polluted  by  a Tip  in  South  Church 
Lane  just  outside  our  boundary.  Thousands  of  loads  of 
refuse  and  night-soil  have  been  thrown  here,  some  of  it  I 
believe  from  the  ITrban  District.  I have  :epeatedly  called 
attention  to  it,  but  without  avail,  and  an  appeal  to  the  County 
Council  has  also  been  useless.  There  is  some  influence  in 
tavour  of  this  nuisance  too  strong  for  me.  The  humorous 
side  of  it  is  that  the  percolation  of  all  this  filth  into  the 
Gaunless  takes  place  within  a few  yards  of  the  expensive 
Purification  Works  at  South  Church. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE.  ETC. 

The  sewers  are  sufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the 
town,  with  the  exception  of  a portion  of  the  south  end. 
Instructions  have  been  given  to  the  Engineers  to  proceed 
with  the  new  sewers  for  tliat  district.  The  sewerage  from 
the  Batts  and  Dial  Stob  Hill  will  be  dealt  with  at  the  same 
time. 


HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT. 

During  the  year  j^S  houses  have  been  inspected  under 
and  for  the  purpose  of  section  17  of  the  Act  of  1909,  and  13 
were  found  to  be  unsuitable  for  habitation.  Closing  Orders 
were  obtained  in  these  cases.  Three  houses  were  put  into  a 
fit  state  after  closing  orders  had  been  obtained.

Factories  and  50  Workshops.  In  two  instances  defects  were 
found  which  were  remedied.
